Furness  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  D.  C.  McCammox 
appointed  Secretary. 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  number  of  children  cared  for  at  the  Home  during  the 
past  year  has  been  somewhat  less  than  usual,  owing  to  the 
improvements  in  progress  in  the  building,  which  made  it 
necessary  to  refuse  all  applications  for  admission  through  the 
summer.  Forty-three  have  been  dismissed  and  but  twenty- 
nine  admitted,  with  an  average  of  fifty-five  for  the  year.  The 
health  of  the  children  has  been  uniformly  excellent  until  within 
a  few  weeks,  when  several  cases  of  the  prevailing  epidemic  have 
appeared  in  a  mild  form.  With  careful  nursing,  however,  they 
are  all  now  happily  recovering,  and  no  danger  of  its  further 
increase  is  apprehended.  The  managers  desire  hereby  to  ex¬ 
press  their  hearty  thanks  to  the  attending  physician,  Dr.  Norris, 
for  his  valuable  services,  to  which  the  prompt  recovery  of  the 
children  may  be  largely  attributed.  To  the  matron,  Mrs.  Mal- 
lery,  our  thanks  are  also  due  for  the  patience  and  cheerfulness 
with  which  she  has  discharged  her  duties  under  the  many  trials 
and  vexations  incident  to  the  repairs  which  the  building  has 
been  undergoing  during  the  last  few  months.  This  improve¬ 
ment,  now  completed  at  a  cost  of  §6088  24,  containing  a  new 
dining-room  and  kitchen,  play-room  and  bath-rooms,  will  add 
greatly,  it  is  hoped,  to  the  comfort  of  all  the  inmates  of  the 
Home.  The  school-room  has  also  been  newly  papered  and 
furnished,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Gould, 
the  children  are  making  satisfactory  progress  in  their  studies. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Bradford,  the  winter’s  coal  has 
again  been  generously  contributed  by  different  dealers,  and 
transported  free  of  cost  over  the  Reading  Railroad  through  the 
liberality  of  its  officers. 

The  income  derived  from  the  children’s  board  and  the  annual 
subscriptions,  with  the  proceeds  of  the  May  Party,  is  found

insufficient  to  meet  the  yearly  expenses  of  the  Institution,  and 
its  friends  are  earnestly  requested  to  use  their  best  endeavors 
to  obtain  contributions  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Home  has  recently  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death 
of  its  late  vice-president,  Mr.  James  H.  Orne,  who  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Counsel  and  an  earnest  friend  of  the 
Institution  since  its  foundation  sixteen  years  ago.  As  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Building  Committee  he  was  active  in  the  purchase 
of  the  property  now  occupied  by  the  Home,  and  in  its  altera¬ 
tions  and  extensions,  and  his  place  will  not  soon  he  filled  by 
one  so  efficient  and  interested. 

The  Board  of  Managers  record  also  with  sincere  regret  the 
death  of  one  of  their  number,  Mrs.  Isaac  Elliot,  an  early  and 
constant  friend  of  the  Home,  who  always  bore  it  in  remem¬ 
brance  and  showed  her  interest  by  enlisting  in  its  behalf  the 
sympathy  of  others,  and  by  securing  means  for  its  support.

RULES. 

TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  THE  PARENTS  OF  THE  CHILDREN  RECEIVED 
INTO  THE  UNION  TEMPORARY  HOME. 

1.  Upon  tlie  admission  of  a  child,  a  fortnight's  board  to  he  paid  in  advance. 

2.  The  board  is  to  be  paid  weekly  in  advance. 

3.  No  child  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Home,  when  the  parents  or  guar¬ 
dians  have  neglected  to  pay  the  board  for  two  weeks. 

4.  The  children  shall  wear  such  clothing  as  the  Managers  shall  provide.  The 
parents  or  guardians  must  provide  the  shoes. 

5.  The  parents  and  friends  of  the  children  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  them  every 
Thursday  afternoon. 

6.  No  confectionary  allowed  to  be  brought  to  the  Home. 

7.  The  children  are  not  to  be  taken  away  on  holidays,  or  at  any  time  except  in 
cases  of  urgent  necessity. 

8.  Upon  the  admission  of  a  child,  the  parent  or  guardian  bringing  a  child,  will 
be  required  to  sign  the  following  certificate,  one  copy  being  given  to  said  parent  or 
guardian,  and  another  to  be  retained  and  kept  by  the  Society,  and  endorsed  with 
the  age  of  the  child,  place  of  residence,  and  date  of  admission. 

9.  When,  for  the  space  of  three  months,  no  payment  has  been  received  for  the 
board  of  any  child,  and  nothing  has  been  heard  from  the  parents  and  guardians 
of  said  child,  the  Managers  will  consider  themselves  at  liberty  to  bind  the  child 
out,  or  provide  for  it  another  residence. 

10.  To  conform  and  accede  to  the  foregoing  rules.
